ASKS ACTION ON 
FARM PROGRAM 


JOHNSTOWN. Pa. (JI—Agricul­ 
ture Secretary Ezra Taft Benson 
wants the nation’s farmers—lf they 
approve the proposals—to take pen 
in hand and tell their congressmen 
to enact the administration’s new 
farm program before spring plant­ 
ing time.

TWO QUESTION 
STATE ATHLETIC 
CODE LEGALITY 


HARRISBURG Uh — Dauphin 
County Court today looked into 
c h a r g e s of unconstitutionality 
leveled at Pennsylvania’s new ath­ 
letic code by tw’o boxing managers 
whose licenses were revoked by 
the state Athletic Commission. 
Carmen Graziano and Anthony 
Ferrante, 
Philadelphia, 
attacked 
the code on four counts yesterday 
in a legal battle to regain their 
licenses. 
Their attorney, Arthur Berman. 
Harrisburg, asserted the code — 
drawn up last year at the urging 
of Gov. Leader to “clean up box­ 
ing In the state’’—was unconsti­ 
tutional on grounds that it: 
List Four Chargee 
1. Illegally delegates exceptional 
powers to the Jtate Athletic Com­ 
mission. 
2. Ignores the right to due proc­ 
ess of law’. 
3. Eliminates 
equal 
protection 
under the law. 
4. Establishes no proper stand­ 
ards to govern the commission’s 
Judgment. 
The licenses of Ferrante and 
Graziano, former co-m anners of 
a string of fighters Including light­ 
weight champion Wallace (Bud) 
Smith and middleweight contender 
Joey Giardello. were 
evoked in 
November after two public hear­ 
ings 
Charges Not Substantiated 
Berman contended 
before the 
court that the com mission acted 
“arbitrarily 
a n d 
capriciously” 
when it revoked the licenses of his 
clients because “ the evidence at 
the hearings did not substantiate 
the charges against these men.” 
Joseph Mansfield, a deputy at­ 
torney general 
representing 
the 
commission, said, however, there 
I was “nothing unusual” about the 


I conclusions drawn by the commis­ 
sion following the hearings. 
Berman attem pted to refute the 
three major charges made by the 
commission against Graziano and 
Ferrante. The tv’o wero charged 
with associating with persona “of 
LII repute,” filing a false contract 
with the commission and illegally 
participating as promoters of a 
bout In the Plaza Athletic Club. 
Philadelphia, where they held a 25 
per cent interest in the club. 
Code Not In Effect 
Berman said the reasons for the 
revocations were groundless and 
there is no basis for the commis­ 
sion’s contention that Graziano and 
Ferrante acted “detrimental to the 
best interests of boxing.” 
The atornev also contended that 
the new’ code was not effective 
during the tim e the commission 
said the actions were committed. 
He said Section 704, the revoca­ 
tion section of the code, is largely 
a penal provisions, and as such, 
cannot be applied to acts com­ 
mitted before its passage. 
Decision In A Month 
The bill became effective Aug. 
31, 1955. 
Mansfield, however, denied the 
code can have no retroactive func­ 
tion because It is a licensing act 
and is strictly civil In nature. 
He said licensing provisions and 
requirements are all predicated on 
past actions of the applicants and 
It is an inherent practice that the 
commission probe the past. 
The court is expected to reach 
a decision in the case within a 
month.

The 
Lost Sheep and Lost Coin are fre­ 
q u e n tly treated as tw in p arables, 
and like the well know n parab les 
'o f tile M ustard Seed and Leaven, 
the first is developed in a p asto ral 
I setting, the second in a dom estic 
setting 
W hat prom pted the use of these 
'p arab les? Jesus w as being accused 
1 by the Pharisees for associating,

welcoming,

sinners ’ Still worse and quite in­ 
excusable in the opinion of these 


I critics, Jesus ate w ith them . Jesus 
was not an g ry ; He w as only re a ­ 
soning w ith them w hen He began 
[w ith the story of the Lost Sheep. 
I On the divine plane. God is the 
Shepherd and hum anity, His flock. 
I E very individual who is lost is p re ­ 
c io u s in God s s.g h t. so He m u st 


go out actively seeking th* lost or 
stray ed soul. God is m ore concerned 
about the one who h as stray ed 
from the flock, th an the ninety- 


nine who have rem ain ed w ithin the 
fold. Som etim es it is difficult for 
I us 
to 
a p p reciate God s concern 
for saving an individual 
Jesus called 
Himself 
the Good 
j Shepherd because He had com e to 
earth for the express purpose of 
I saving souls. H ’ rare ly called peo­ 
ple "sin n e rs"; He spoke of them as

rejoice over every sinner w ho re ­

into oth er pastures. G od's unfailing 
I love and patien ce is the keynote 
of this parab le.

At any ra te , 
the w om an who lost th* coin turned 


h er co ttag e upside down, search in g 
diligently for th a t prized coin. At 
last she found It.. People m ay be 
lost accidentally through no fau lt 
of their own, Just like the coin. 
W hat ab o u t children m aim ed or 
crippled because of congenital dis­ 
ease 
— the victim s of their p a r­ 
en ts’ sins? W hen a father is sen­ 
te n c e d to Jail, his children suffer 
the stig m a. They m ay be " la s t" 
| because of an o th er’s guilt. T hese 
are som e whom God seeks. T his 
p arab le concludes with a w onderful 
I p ictu re of heav en's Joy In w hich 
j "th e re is joy before the angels of 
God over one sinner who rep en ts."

and gets the details later. T he cause 
and effect are relatively unim por­ 
ta n t; Ute saving of a lost soul is 
all im p o rtan t. 
Sketched against this parable of 
the Lost Son is th* one ab o u t th*
